I am sending you a manuscript of my portion of the pamphlet 
on war for your criticism. I would be grateful if you could run over 
it at onoe, write in your criticisms and mail them back to me at the 
earliest possible moment* as I would like to see them in time to make 
changes. If oooasionally you could add a sentenoe to strengthen the 
oase, as you did in "The Abolition of War", so much the better. I am 
asking Betty, who is typing it, to send the first copy direot to you 
before I hare time to correct it. 

I have finished my pamphlet on religion and the folder on 
ny tour with Sam Franklin, and I am ready to start to the student confer¬ 
ences by June 8th. I shall be in Bellefontaine, Ohio, June 10, 11, and 
12, passing through Chicago on Juno 12th and again on June 14th* i shall 
stop at the Hotel Fort Dearborn. I shall be at Camp Beoket from June 15th 
through 17th, and baok in New York by June 18th, where I shall remain until 
I sail on June 26th. 

It is a disappointment to me that I will not see you at Hollister 
to talk over many things. Tty back is still lame. I am going up for an 
X-ray, after a month of stiffness, and it is conceivable that I might 
not be able to go to the student conferences, so New York is the best 
address for me. 

I obtained permission to use your quotation from Alfred Noyes 
and from Tolstoi*s "Confession of Faith" in the pamphlet on Dynamic Religion, 
A Personal Experience, and these will be followed by the cream of those that 
were contained in our former pamphlet, now out of print, on "What Religion 
Means to Me". In Fart 2 I give a brief introduction to the study of the 
New Testament and then 75 studies in the life of Christ, with questions 
and suggestions. These studies are intended to cover a three-month period. 
The whole pamphlet will contain about 96 pages. I have just gotten back 
the galley proofs and find they are in fine shape. 

The fight is raging fiercely at Sunnyside. Two hundred and 
fif-by householders meet every Sunday night. The four Communists, and 
especially Paul Crosby, are a thorn in our sides. They have become an 
emet ic •

This will acknowledge your letter of Mayllth. I am wondering 
if you have found any great support among those to whom you have advanced the 
suggestion in my letter of April 28th? 

I was much interested in your article STANLEY JONES & HAROLD LASKI in the Grhistian 
Century of June 12th. I agree most heartily with your conclusions# 1 fear that 
those who are doing any appreciable thinking on this weighty problem are inclingdto 
take an extreme position either on the side of Laski's or Jone!s philosophy# Both 
are correct from their viewpoint of life, but as you say, bth need the leaven of the 
other*s philosophy# 

I fear that Laski’s philosophy will predominate and the fight will be lost for the 
present and at a terrific cost in life and suffering# That is the basis of my con¬ 
cern for the thinking daurch people to get together in a group to back the correct 
action and temper others who have no particular religious background of strength for 
their philosophy# 

Because of my firm belief in non-warlike and in democratic proceedure, I am very 
fearful that Mr. Roosevelt 1 s policy of building up an unprecedented military machine 
will sooner or later come to fruition in strife that in the nature of things can 
only lead to fascism# 

Since writing to you April 28th PEACE AND PLENTY COMMONWEALTH FEDERATION has come to 
mind (from various sources) as a possible slogan for the movement which I have in 
mind# 1 am convinced that the one thing upon which most Americans are united in 
sentiment at the present time is the mattbr of peace# That is also Pres# Roosevelts 
weak point. The matter of peace incidentally is the strongest of levers for opening 
the mind's door to a consideration of the need of social reformation# I was le\d to 
a mosijbmplete recognition of the logic of the Socialist’s philosophy as a result of 
thoughts provoked by the World War# I note this same approach to the question in the 
minds of others# It is the mos^powerful appeal I can think of# Youth would be almost 
solid in its support of such a move. -*-t has the big advantage of leaving the problem 
of educating the public to the principles of cooperation on a transitional basis in 
step with the actual working out of that program. It wouldn't frighten people away 
as would a omplete Socialistic program advanced in toto# We learn to walk step by 
step. The people must learn this lesson of cooperative effort by the same process# 

The fathers of the movement rnufct not get too far ahead of the quavering learners. 

This is the tragic mistake of political Socialists# 

The above slogan would let in both Socialist and Church people. It would spread 
the doctrine of both# I see untold possibilities in it# The principles of the 
program are all that would need to be advanced at this stage; in fact I think it 
much preferable that the standard-bearer of this movement be held in abeyance until 
a more psycological time arrives* Make opponents concentrate all attack on the 
principles of the program rather than side-step the issue by personal attack upon 
the leading exponent of those principles# In other words, use a little of Abraham’s 
faith that Sod will provide a leader. This strategy will let the natural leader of 
the movement come to the front as the people's champion. I t will induce a more 
united effort and concentrate attention on principles instead of personalities as had 
always been the case writh the old parties#

At the last meeting of the Council the necessity 
of making economies became inescapable. Two or three of the sug¬ 
gestions made affect the literature program: 

1. It was suggested that we discontinue the 
Interracial Hews Letter, This letter is issued ten times a year. 

Its principle patrons are the Federal Council of Churches and 

the Fellowship. The cost to us is about $34,00 per issue plus mail¬ 
ing charges. It ms suggested that we could carry a larger content 
of Fellowship material in the Fellowship magazine. 

2. It was also suggested that we discontinue our 
subscription to World Events upon the expiration of the present con¬ 
tract, This contract runs until February 1, 1936, 


The entire bill has been paid for these subscrip¬ 
tions to "World Events at twenty-five cents per subscriber with 
the exception of a small balance. 


3, That we run some longer articles in the 
magazine. Fellowship , and then reprint these as pamphlets, thus 
cutting down some of the expenses of pamphlet literature. 


The assumption is that Fellowship will condense 
and cover as much as possible the news and interpretation of the 
omitted literature. 

It was also suggested that the secretary investi¬ 
gate whether the Carnegie Foundation money will be available for the 
purpose of circularizing our membership with Walter Van Kirk*s 
pamphlet on "The Church and World Peace."

Dear Doctor Page:- 

When I,asked you in Austin Texas at the ”Y” 
if you had read Jones* '’CHRIST’S ALTERNATIVE TO COMMUNISM”,lhad 
in mind the same lack of political emphasis to which you hiAfeed 
when you said :^”it doesn’t go far enough”. I longed to hatoe 
a few minutes with you privately, because I wanted to placecn 
your heart the task of supplementing Jones’ admirable book with 
some clear emphasis on the political outloook. NOW , just when 
I was rather blue, here comes this week’s Christian Century with 
your stimulating article on Jones and Laski. In college slang 
I want to say ”H0T DOG”, in more reverent moods I can say with 
Paul:—”1 thank my God upon every remembrance of you”. 

I think I told you in Austin that you areia 
man after my own hearty and perhaps you’ll recall wtf modest * 
reference to a manuscript I’m trying to pepare for the masses, 
which deals with the cold facts of Christianity//, and which you 
so kindly promised to check over at your leisure. I came to you 
with it because I feel that you are the best balanced thinker 
of our day, and therefore could aid wpuld grasp my motive 
so elearly that only the most constructive criticisms and helps 
would come from your kindly co-operation. 


As I see things, the masses must first of all 
be given a working synopsis of Christianity’s background, before 
we can ever hope to build a better economic, political and social 
order. YOU major in the political field; Jones in the mystical 
or religious field, but the masses do not co-ordinate these two 
basic lines of thot, simply because" they have nothing but sand . 
as the backgrounds. Some one, (perhaps not I) should complete Jki 
the triumvirate with at least a minimum historical foundation on 
which to build what you, Jones and others are trying to erect. 

You and Jones et al deal almost exclusively with the student world. 
You do not touch the ignorant masses. Yet they are the only gropp 
that will finally determine either Jones' alternative to communism, 
or your ideal of Christian Socialism. As you work at the top,- 
I'd like to contribute at the bottom. But as I told you, I am 
VERY obscure, and in my own ”sect” am not a popular politician. 

. —-My tract "FROM FEUD TO/FRATERNITY” brought down on my head the 
wrath of the powers that be in Discipledom. I expected it, and am 
not complaining. I know our road is not easy in any direction. 

I mention all this only to ask what you think of presenting my M 
Mms. to E.Haldeman'Julius for possibly publication? I known he 
is an atheist, possibly a Jew, but aren't the masses reading his 
publications all over the world in larger numbers than any other 
similar publisher? Will his atheism give my book a bitter taste? 

I do not want any so-called Christian publisher to handle it, / 
as T told you in Austin, for such circles expect only sectarian 
propaganda. I'm not writing a defense of Christianity; I'm only 
reducing the facts about it to the minimum for mass consumption. 

If the masses all over the world could only 
grasp the ; difference between Jesus and so-called Christianity, as 
you make so clear for students in your book ”JESUS OR CHRISTIANITY” 
we'd brjatets ground for a saner alternative to capitalism than Rusian 
Communist affords. But just as the masses do not have this backg-ound, 
so also/theft lack enthusiasm for Socialism simply because vftiere 

■&> 4 $£ ZMum a™. IS 
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as yet, no very clearly outlined definition of what YO 1 ^ mean by 
Socialism. Most average people think of it in terms of something 
akin to Russian Communism, or have some sneaking memories of some 
Milwakee experiment that lingers from the days of youth. 'Isn't^ 
your type of Socialism something so different in degree,from whiu 
the average man thinks it is, as to amount to a differenc in kind? 

I for one would be most happy to have you state in The Century just 
exactly what you and Stanley Jones mean by Socialism. I think I 
know, but when I talk abput it, I'd like to have some documentary 
backing for what I'm saying. If I understand what you are pleading 
for, I am almost CERTAIN I am your type of Socialist, and also feel 
that thereJtmany in the same boat, including even our President f 
for his HEART seems to be in the right direction, but of course 
he is NOT free. He and millions of others are perhaps "interim- 
democrats" only because they are on their way to the better land 
of Christian Socialism. If I "&et you ? you are even more 

sane and balanced than Reinhold Niebuhr , and certianly SEE much 
farther than Stanely Jones and the compilers of "RE-THINKING 
MISSIONS". Charles Clayton Morrison £ and perhaps Shailer Mathews) 
is in your class, but, as I see it, you need more birds of afeather 
flocking together. YOU seem to have the philosophy of life so well 
balanced / one almost sees the blue print of a new political 
party. Would you be willing to form such a party and lead it? 

Or, are you,in your own eyes, "the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness", preparing the way for your successor? That is what I 
hinted at in Austin when I asked you how many centuries we need. 

Obviously, I'm"seeing trees as men walking", 
but since we can't have a private talk, I've tried to give you a 
peep of my mind on paper. I hope you will at least cite me to 
the available literature that will darify your views of Socialism. 
The most vexing problem is this:—how are we who have outgrown tithe 
frame-work and philosphy of capitalism etc., going to be emncipied 
from its clutches, since we must make a living while on the road to 
"the city of God"? We can't all write remunerative books, edit 
journals, and make le^cture tours. We chaff under our handicaps. 

We long to "put on the armour" and sally forth as brave knights, 
but "when do we eat"? Here I am w r ith a wife and three adult kids; 
one a T.B. invalid for ten years, with no hope of recovery. I^m 
54 in August, but young as any man tfio reads The Christian Century 
and tries to preach a constructive gospel. My local congregation 
is 90$ beyond fifty. Seldom 25 kids in S.S. I yearn to touch youth 
but my words are wasted on the desert air of ultra conservative 
aged people, who look askance at my views. I may be ousted as a 
heretic, for I endorsed Mrs. Mohle's address in the San Angelo 
convention. I'll never get a Disciple pulpit, except by accident, 
for I have never been able to assemble all the funds the secretaries 
want. See my article in this week's Christian Evangelist on "Unfied 
Promotion in Churches^" on Readers' Page. My boys will soon be 
self-supporting, but as long as Lucile , my invalid daughter, lives 
I must blend tact with zeal in odder to support her. I don't care 
for myself, but MU§T take care of her. Perhaps my only contribution 
will be the book I m trying to write.

Thanks for your not© of May 20. I am glad to know that 
you are planning to visit China during the coming year or at 
the latest early in 1937. 

Sherwood has doubtless written you of our reply to his 
letter concerning a possible visit during the coining year, We 
do not regard it as wise for Sherwood to come back for a campaign 
so soon. My personal feeling is that a speaking tour from Henry 
Crane would also be inopportune at this time. 

If Niebuhr comes, his work in my judgment will be limited 
to a comparatively small number of intellectuals, mostly profes¬ 
sors in a few centers. This makes the task of setting up a pro¬ 
gram much less difficult than for a campaign such as Sherwood 
and Stanley Jones are accustomed to in China* 

X am sure that you will receive a warm welcome when you 
come. My belief is that you will accomplish most by a carefully 
arranged schedule of visits to certain important centers where 
you will interview individuals and groups, engage in round table 
discussions which can be set up, and accept invitations for col¬ 
lege convocations and other audiences which will develop in the 
course of your tour. It would be a matter of great convenience 
and assistance if someone could be assigned, preferably a Chinese, 
to accompany you in your journey. Whether a suitable person will 
be available it is too soon to say. Moreover, you are not dependent 
on such a person however helpful he might be if he could be secured* 

I would like to have your own reactions on this point* 

I am not quite sure where Lahabra is. Our seoond son (and 
third child) DeWitfc, graduated last week from Shanghai Americm School 
and plans to spend the coming year in the Webb School of California 
at Claremont.

Dear Kirby: : 

In regard to the use of your questionnaire lists for the * 

Tom Mooney pamphlet: 

When I was in New York recently I saw Miss ^lover and went 
over the whole situation with her. You had told me that anything 
I would arrange with her would be all right with you. However, 
she felt that, as she had the lists in custody, she was quite 
unwilling that they should be lent to me to move to another 
location to be worked on. This was perfectly reasonable, I am 
sure, from her point of Yiew, but it did not bring the use of 
the lists within our reach. 

As a trial, we did use the Ohio names - about 1100 or 1200 - 
and she had the time figured in her workshop, etc., and said 
that the lowest price at which she could have the names copied 
for us on the gummed labels we ordered, was $7 per thousand. 

We found a young woman,who has a typewriter at home and who is 
a friend of the Mooney case,who offered to do the job for us 
for $3 per thousand. 

Tom has not quite decided whether he will do any more extensive 
mailing to lists of ministers, but if he does decide to do it, 
would you be willing for us to borrow the cartons of lists and 
have them shipped to this young woman* s house (just a short dis¬ 
tance in New York) for this purpose? And then we would see that 
they were re-delivered to Miss Glover. The $7 price is prohib¬ 
itive to the Mooney fund, but the $3 price seems within reach. 

If you would consent to this plan, would you be willing to send a 
letter asking Miss Glover to release the list _to my order for a 
short time? Never mind doing it now, but I should like to know 
whether we can have the lists if we need them. 

Another item^about Mooney: he is desperately in need of money, 

$10*000 in all for his present legal proceedings. He is unddr the 
impression that Sherwood Eddy has recently received some consider¬ 
able Siam of money, and might be willing to contribute a generous bit 
of help. Such rumors are often unfounded, and as I have practically 
no acquaintance with Mr. Eddy, I hesitate to approach him in the matter 
Can you tell us anything about it or give us any help in securing funds

There v/as much ado about a local anti-syndicalism law which the 
newspaper wanted to force over, but luckily the thing was finally 
tabled and killed.
